2. "THIS WAS A ONE-ISSUE MEETING," ROGERS SAID AT A NEWS 
CONFERENCE AFTER A RESOLUTION THAT WOULD HAVE LIFTED THE 
10- YEAR-OLD SANCTIONS AGAINST CUBA FAILED TO MUSTER THE 
NECESSARY TWO THIRDS MAJORITY OF 14 VOTES AMONG 21 SIG- 
NATORY NATIONS OF THE RIO TREATY. 

3. "WE LOOK FORWARD TO THE "NEW DIALOGUE" MEETING IN 
BUENOS AIRES NEXT MARCH WITH GREAT ANTICIPATION," ROGERS 
CONTINUED. "CUBA MAY BE A BIG ISSUE, THEATRICALLY, BUT 
WE THINK THERE ARE MANY MORE SERIOUS ISSUES FACING THE 
HEMISPHERE, SUCH AS TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, THE TRANS- 
FER OF TECHNOLOGY, THE ENERGY CRISIS AND THE WORLD FOOD 
SHORTAGE." 

4. THE U.S. AMBASSADOR TO THE OAS, WILLIAM MAILLIARD, 

WHO ALSO ATTENDED THE NEWS CONFERENCE, SAID HE THOUGHT 
THE RIO TREATY WOULD BE "TO SOME EXTENT WEAKENED" BY THE 
OUTCOME OF THE QUITO MEETING BUT HE HASTILY ADDED THAT "IT 
WOULD BE A MISTAKE TO TRANSLATE THIS RESULT INTO THE

5. SECRETARY ROGERS EMPHASIZED THAT THE UNITED STATES HAD

6. "THE NEW DIALOGUE IS BASED ON A FRANK EXCHANGE OF VIEW- 
POINTS AMONG EQUALS," ROGERS COMMENTED. "THE BEST CONTRI- 
BUTION WE COULD MAKE IN QUITO WAS TO FOLLOW A NETURAL 
POLICY. HOWEVER, DON’T HAVE THE SAME RESTRAINTS ON OTHER 
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ISSUES AND WILL SPEAK OUT ON MATTERS OF VITAL NATIONAL 
INTEREST." ROGERS TERMED THE RECENT LINOWITZ REPORT AS 
JZA VERY CONSTRUCTIVE CONTRIBUTION TO U.S. - LATIN AMERICAN 
RELATIONS ... THE BEST REPORT IN THE LAST 20 TO 30 YEARS." 

HE SAID THE REPORT INDICATES THE "SINCERE INTEREST" OF THE 
U.S. IN IMPROVING INTERAMERICAN RELATIONS, "LATIN AMERICA 
HAS MOVED UP ON OUR SCALE OF PRIORITIES SINCE SECRETARY 
KISSINGER MOVED TO THE STATE DEPARTMENT," ROGERS ADDED.

7. THE CHIEF U.S. DELEGATE TO THE 15TH CONSULTATIVE 
MEETING WAS DEPUTY SECRETARY OF STATE ROBERT S. INGERSOLL, 
WHO MAINTAINED CLOSE CONTACT WITH SECRETARY KISSINGER. 
THERE WAS SOME CRITICISM OF KISSINGER FOR NOT ATTENDING THE
